‘enactment of Ordinance No. 94-21 known as the "Economic Development Ad Valorem Tax 
Exemption Ordinance of Palm Beach County, Florida"; and

| including the submission of an application; and

WHEREAS, Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die has submitted an application for an

SECTION 2. FINDING THAT REQUIREMENTS HAVE BEEN MET. 


The Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida, based on the application

finds that Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die has met all the requirements of Ordinance No. 
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| 94-21, as amended by Ordinance No. 95-4, and meets the requirements of Section 196.012 (16), 


Florida Statutes and that granting the exemption granted hereby will result in an economic benefit to 


| Palm Beach County. 


SECTION 3. AD VALOREM TAX REVENUES 


The revenues available to Palm Beach County for the current fiscal year from ad valorem tax 


- sources are $290,440,511 (operating). The revenues lost to Palm Beach County for the current fiscal 


: ) year by virtue of the ad valorem tax exemptions currently in effect are $124,104. The estimated 


revenues to be lost for 1999 by granting this exemption are estimated to be $7,985. 


SECTION 4. TERM OF EXEMPTION; EXPIRATION DATE. 


The Economic Development Ad Valorem Tax Exemption granted to Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted - 


Juracsik Tool & Die for a new business shall be for period of seven (7) tax years commencing on 


January 1, 1999 and expiring on December 31, 2005. The ability to receive an exemption for the — 


: period granted is conditioned upon Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die's ability to maintain 


the new business as defined in Ordinance No. 94-21, as amended, throughout the seven (7) year 


exemption period. Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die shall submit an annual report to the — 


‘Board of County Commissioners evidencing satisfaction of this condition in such form as attached 


| : hereto and made a part hereof as Exhibit "A." Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die shall furnish 


‘any and all information as the Board of County Commissioners or its designee deems necessary for

ljas amended by Ordinance No. 95-4, the Board of County Commissioners hereby grants and 


establishes an exemption from ad valorem taxation of one hundred per cent (100%) of the assessed 


value of the net increase in qualifying tangible personal property acquired and added improvements 


i to real property by Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die after the adoption of this ordinance, 


provided such net increase in qualifying tangible personal property and real property facilitate Tibor, 
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| Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die’s new business located at 255 North Congress Avenue, Delray 


i Beach, Florida 33445. Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die agrees to abide by the terms and 


i| conditions set forth in Ordinance No. 94-21 and any and all amendments thereto, as well as any 


| policies and procedures related to the Economic Development Ad Valorem Tax Exemption Program 


as may be adopted from time to time. Failure to abide by same may result in a revocation of the 


| exemption and the recovery of any taxes waived pursuant to Section 9 of Ordinance No. 94-21, as

amended. No exemption shall be granted on the land on which improvements for the new business 


are made by Tibor, Inc., d/b/a Ted Juracsik Tool & Die. 


SECTION 6. APPLICABILITY. 


The exemption applies only to taxes levied by Palm Beach County. The exemption does not 


` apply to taxes levied by a municipality, school district, or water management district, or to taxes 


_ levied for the payment of bonds or taxes authorized by a vote of the electors pursuant to Section9 | 


and Section 12, Article VII of the State Constitution. 


SECTION 7. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws and | 


| Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or :
